Tho Hash of dlacouragment which 


spread o'er tho face of Health Officer 
Jenkins when told of tho official admis- 
sion made by tho Now York city board 
of health this afternoon was certainly 
natural, while his exclamation: "I 
don't believe it got In by quarantine," 
simply voiced the belief of all who have 
boon stationed here and watched the 
enforcement of quarantine regulations. 


To-morrow will bo a day of activity 


In lower quarantine, and with (food 
weather the seven vessels will bo 
fairly cleared of tholr living freight 
Tho Iron steamer Cuphcun loft Fire is- 
land at 8 o'clock and tied up at 8:20 to- 
night at tho upper boardlnjf station.

HAMIIUHO, Sept 16.—There wore 009 


fresh cases of cholera In this city yes- 
terday, or one fewer than Tuesday, and 
about ton fewer than tho dully average 
of tho previous two weeks. Tho deaths 
numbered twenty-three or 
twenty- 


four fewer than Tuesday. Tho inter- 
ments numbered 914. In the cholera 
hospitals and barracks 3,013 patients 
are under treatment. Tho mortality is 
mostly among half-starved women and 
children In tho poorest quarters of tho 
city. 
Among tho families of small 


tradesmen the mortality is almost nil, 
and U is believed that in tho better 
parts of tho olty proper tho infection 
has been practically stamped out. 


About 100 of tho fugitive! returned 


to tho city Tuesday night and yester- 
day, and many more are expected be- 
fore the end of the week. The an- 
nouncement of the newspapers that tho 
central part of the olty Is almost free 
from disease has onoowrngeA many per- 
sons who had not loft their doors lor 
two weeks to come out 
In the shop- 


ping district good business wns done. 
Tho lims of trade »ince the beginning 
of the plague is estimated at 400,000,000 
marks. 
Many small houses have been 


reduced toiinsolvcncy, and when busi- 
ness shall bo generally resumed will 
undoubtedly declare their inability to 
continue. The larger houses, however, 
have been saved by tho accommodation 
of the banks and will encounter no dif 
Hcultlos. 


Dr. Koch and Dr. Plllilnofor arrived

cholera in Stettin, a sanitary commis- 
sion wns appointed to examine tho 
water of the Odor.

mm m WAS ABOUT TO BE LYNCHED 


Per a Savage and Persistsnt Attempt to 


Oulraga Miss Mabel Welsh—The 


Young Lady's Brave and 


Successful Defense. 


K.AHHED. Kan., Sept. 15.—"I hope my 


soul will go to hell." With these ter- 
rible words on his Mps Hugh Henry 
alias John Brook, was swung from the 
arm of a telegraph pole nt 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning by a mob, for the at- 
tempted rape of Miss Mabel Welsh, for- 
merly at Denver, Col. Henry, who is 
a colored man, had been gambling and 
drinking, and lost all his money Mon- 
day night, and he said ho went out to 
look for a place to sleep. According to 
his story the window opening into Miss 
Welsh's room was open and he climbed 
in. This was about 3:30 o'clock Tues- 
day morning, when tho streets wore 
wholly deserted, 


Tho first intimation Mabel Welsh l.-od 


of tho villlnn's presence was when she 
was awakened by feeling a cold hand 
on her leg. She thought it was a snnlro 
and sought to brush It away. What 
was her horror when she discovered 
that a negro stood behind her bod. 
She kept her presence of mind, how- 
ever, and grasping tho negro about 
the head she discovered that he )»eld a 
knife In his teeth and she made a des- 
perate effort to get it in her possession. 
In tho attempt her hands were cut in a 
frightful manner and sho was soon 
competed to give up the unequal con- 
tost. With the knife in an uplifted 
hand and the other hand at her throat 
hor assailant declared that if sho made 
an outcry he would kill her. 


Miss Welsh fought desperately and 


prevented the negro from accomplish- 
ing Ins purpose. Henry, however, re- 
mained in tho room until dawn, and 
then made his escape through the win- 
dow. 


As soon as tho affair became known a 


posse of determined men started in pur- 
suit. About noon Tuesday Henry was 
found asleep near tho old Lawrence 
bridge, twelve miles west of Larncd. 
He was awakened by his pursuers, and 
upon being confronted with his crime 
and the evidence, confessed his guilt. 


Ho WP-S brought back to Lamed and 


given into the 
custody 
of Sheriff 


Thorpe, who placed him in jail. At 
midnight fifty men marched to tho jail 
and battered down the door. The door 
of his cell was forced open and then 
commenced a series of blood curdling 
yells from tho negro, who protested 
that they were about to hang an 
innocent man. As tho mob moved 
to the scene of tho rape tho coward 
wailed and 
moaned 
and 
heaped 


imprecations upon his executioners 
without avail. Finally, when ho saw 
there was no hope, he acknowledged 
his gxiilt and defied his captors and 
said he hoped his soul would go to hell. 
A rope end was swung over a tele- 
graph polo, the other end around his 
neck, and as tho negro uttered tho 
blasphemous speech he was swung np. 
His body was removed by tho coroner 
yesterday morni ng.

The President's Wife 
In 
Danffor of 


Early Dissolution. 


LOON LAKE, N. Y., Sept. 14.—Mrs. 


Harrison passed n quiet and restful 
day. She remained conscious of her 
surroundings and showed a keen ap- 
preciation of the precarioitsness of her 
condition, so much so that her nervous- 
ness was increased in the fear of a turn 
for the worse. Tho first operation of 
tapping the diseased Innfr was per- 
formed Sunday last and the accumu- 
lated water in tho cavity released. 
The cavity filled rapidly, however, and 
twenty-four hours later another opera- 
tion was performed. 


Tho greatest danger lies in this wa- 


tery accumulation, and constant watch- 
fulness is required on the part of tho 
doctors to prevent it from bringing 
about a fatal termination. Tho ac- 
cumulation has n tendency to smother 
the patient by filling the air valves, 
and bringing abnormal pressure to 
bcur on the heart. 


The president, the members of his 


party and Dr. Gardiner show keenly 
the result of their anxiety. All those 
nt the Harrison cottage were awake 
until an early hour this morning, and 
some remained up all night. The pres- 
ident is constant in his attendance 
upon his wife. Ho comes to the hote^ 
for most of his meals, but returns im- 
mediately to tho cottage. 


Dr. Oardinor made n careful examin- 


ation of Mrs. Harrison late to-night 
and he reports that the patient passed 
a comfortable day. He found that the 
accumulation of the watery substance 
in the lung cavity was not sufficient to 
justify another operation for its with- 
drawal. These tappings, Dr. Gardiner 
Bald, arc attended with some danger on 
account of tho weakness of Mrs. Harri- 
son, and each time a puncture is made, 
she suffers from shook. Her respira- 
tion is less labored and she is able to 
take small quantities of liquid nourish- 
ment at intervals.

ENCAMPMENT. 


Mere About the Blar Event to Occur in 


the National Capital Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, Sept lf>.—The official 


body known as the national encamp- 
ment Q. A. R., about which all the 
gathering of next week in this city will 
take place, consists of about 1,000 dele- 
gates only. All the rest who come are 
guests and visitors merely. The en- 
campment will hold its sessions in Al- 
burt's opera house, and they will prob- 
ably extend over four days. 


So far as known the only matters to 


bo considered ore not of unusual inter- 
est or importance. The negro" question 
which occupied so much of the time of 
the encampment at Detroit lost year 
may come up again, but prominent 
members of the body do not expect it. 
They say that if it does, however, the 
result will be the same as it was at De- 
troit—tho color line will not be drawn 
by the G. A. H. 


The principal matter of interest to be 


decided by tho encampment will be the 
location of the next grand encampment. 
It is believed that Indianapolis is the 
favored city. Speeches in its behalf 
will bo made by Oov. Chase of Indiana, 
Williora Worner, of Missouri, ox-grand 
commitudor of tho department of Mis- 
souri; B. B. Beath, of Pennsylvania, ex- 
grand commander of the national en- 
campment; a Chicago delegate not yet 
chosen, and Gen. J. B. Commahnn, of 
Indianapolis. 


Among the many unusual features 


which will mark tho encampment will 
bo a reunion of throe-months men. 
The committee In charge have decided 
to invite with them tho war correspon- 
dents, including Whltolaw Hied. The 
three-months men 
will 
meet 
the 


eightieth army corps. Camp fires, at 
which tho campers will be captains of 
the army, to continue throughout tho 
week, are a new and unusual feature. 


The advance guard of visitors put rn 


an 'appearance yesterday. They wero 
from Lawrence, Mass., and numbered 
several hundred. 


Frank P. Blair post, of Louisville, 


will probably be tho first G. A. R. or- 
ganization to reach Washington in a 
body. They will conic Saturday morn- 
ing. Post Commander Dale and Adjt. 
Broadwell, who are already in the city, 
say there will bo 260 veterans on tho 
train, accompanied by as many more 
guests. On tho roster of this post is 
the name of Capt. William Jack Ilaynes, 
aged 105 years, who is a veteran of tho 
wara of 1812, 1848 and 1801. Ho will 
be here with the post 


Tho president was to have occupied 


a prominent part in the programme of 
tho encampment, but present indica- 
tions are that he will necessarily be 
absent. He was to have formally re- 
ceived the O. A. R.; to have attended 
the pension office service, and to have 
accorded a reception to the veterans at 
the White house. Even now the White 
house is being elaborately decorated 
for the purpose in the hope that Mrs. 
Harrison's lamentable Illness may take 
such a turn for the better as will per- 
mit the president to come here. The 
G. A. R. committee of arrangements 
have taken no action looking to filling 
his placo as orator or otherwise. 


DERAILED AND WRECKED. 


Serious Accident on the Snenandonh 


Valley Branch of the Nor- 


folk & Weatern. 


STAUNTOH, Va., Sept. 15.—The north- 


bound vestibule limited train No. ft on 
tho Shenandoah Valley branch of the 
Norfolk & Western railroad was de- 
railed and badly wrecked one and a 
half miles south of Basic City, about 4 
Q'cloek yesterday morning. The train, 
which consisted of a mall, express and 
baggage car, 
dining car, two day 


coaches and three Pullman sleepers, 
was derailed by running Into a deposit 
of about six inches of sand and pebbles 
washed upon the track by the heavy 
rains. 


The entire train with the exception 


of two sleepers left the track. The ex- 
press and baggage cars were demol- 
ished and tho engine was torn to pieces. 
The day coaches and one sleeper were 
also wrecked. 
The dining car was 


found lying upon tho boiler of the en- 
gine and in it was found the conductor 
who was so badly scalded by escaping 
steam that his recovery is doubtful. 


Engineer William Darrow was found 


crushed to death beneath his engine, 
one of tho driving wheels having run 
over his head. Fireman Martin Props 
was also Mlled. 


Not a passenger was killed, and but 


three injured. There wero but twelve 
passengers on tho first day coach when 
tho crash camo, and it seems* almost 
miraculous that all should have escaped 
allvo. Of the three hurt the worst In- 
jured is nn unknown man. 


The injured were taken to the Hotel 


Brunswick and cared for. No blame 
has been attached to any one. 


Conductor John Updegraft who was 


so badly scalded is dead. He wns from 
Hagerstown.

bb.o sailed from New York early in 
August, and after having visited friends 
In Trieste went to Ventiralin, about 
twenty miles from Nice. 


From hero she first went to the 


oasmo at Monte. -aria on September 3. 
She played insanely the first day and 
won 1,000 francos on the "twenty- 
four." 
She was so possessed of the de- 


sire to try her luck again that she 
stopped with acquaintances over night 
at a hotel near by that sho might bo- 
gin playing soon as possible on the fol- 
lowing day. 


As on the first day the "twenty-four" 


had won six times In succession. Miss 
Armstrong continued to play It and lost 
heavily. 
Sho remained nt the table 


from midday to midnight, and quit it 
8300,000 loser. On the third day she 
recovered what she had lost, and loft 
the casino saying that she was ill and 
would never play the game again. She 
returned, however, and began batting 
against the "twenty-four." Sho lost 
steadily, her fortune of *2&0,000 soon 
being gone. As the croupier took in 
hor last coin sho rose mind left the 
casino. 


To an acqmilntoncc who met her at 


the door and remarked hoi- paleness, 
sho said she had lost all, and was go- 
Ing to friends in Trieste who would 
see that she got back to the United 
States. 
Sho. did not go to Trieste, but 


shot herself in a room In a villa at 
Ventimlia. 


The usual effort was made at Monto- 


carlo to suppress the news and tho re- 
port was sent out that tho Miss Arm- 
strong who had killed horsclf was an 
elderly lady who had left Montecarlo 
for Trieste some days before and com- 
mitted hiiickle there. Two men, said 
to be Englishmen, who had lost all 
their money at the casino, sprang into 
the sea on the night of Miss Arm- 
strong's suicide.

This is wbat bevaid, 
and in thai ttoui which tbe above men- 
etroeityia gar bled 
clt continues to develop that tbe insnr* 
ret Uou is largely, if not exclusively, a 
war npon 'he flrst principles of popular 
govirnment—-the rights ot tbe people. 
Conclusive evidence of this is found in 
the moat grave and maturely constructed 
public documents, as well as in tbe gen- 
eral lone ot tbe Insurgents. In tnoee 
documents we find tbe abridgment of 
the existing right ot suffrage ud the 
denial to tbe people ot all right to par- 
ticipate m the selection of public officers, 
except tbe legislative, boldly advocated, 
with labored arguments to prove that 
large control ot the people in govern- 
ment is the source of all political evil. 
Monarchy itself is sometimes hinted at 
as a possible refuge from tbe power of 
the people 
In my present position, I 


could scarcely be justified were I to omit 
raising a warning voioe against this ap- 
proach of returning despotism 
It is not 


needed, nor fitting hen, that a general 
argument should be made in favor of 
popular institutions, but there is one 
jKMut with Its connections, not so haek- 
ceysd as most others, to which I ask 
brief attention 
It Is tbe effort to plaoa 


capital on an equal tooting with, u not 
above labor, in the construction ot gov- 
ernment. It Is assnmed (by the Demo- 
cratic insurrectionists) that labor to ami- 
able only in connection with capital; 
that nobody labors unless somebody else 
owning oapiUI, somehow by the use ot 
it, Induces him to labor. This assumed, 
it Is next considered (by those free trad* 
insn-notionlMs) whether it is best that 
capital shall hire laborsrsvand thus induce 
them to work by their own consent, or 
bny them, and drive them to it witbont 
their consent. Having proceeded sotsr, 
it n naturally concluded that nil laborers 
are either hired laborers or what we call 
slaves. And further it is assumed (by 
these tne trade tasgrnottordsts) that 
whoever is once • hind laborer is fixed 
in that condition for lib. Now, there is 
no such relation between capital and 
labor as assumed (by these southern 
Democrats); nor is then ur sneli thing 
aa a tree man being find tor lite In tbe 
condition ota hired laborer. Both these 
assumptions are false, and all infsi-NMaa 
from them are groundless. » • Again:

buildings constitute four mills at pres- 
ent, but are arranged for six, and will be 
enlarged lo this capacity very soon.

The company employs at present 228 


hando. The puj-roll rnns about $2,000 a 
week, the highest wages being $60 a 
week, which is paid to a rollerman. The 
average rollerman mokes about 17 per 
day. A donbler makea from 84 to 84.50, 
a heater S3 to 33.50, a catcher 82. The 
boys and girls earn about $1 a day. All 
these wages are more than double those 
paid for the same work in Wales. 


They manufacture all the kinds of tin- 


plate in the market — terno or rooffing- 
tin, "charcoal" or bright tin, and coke 
tin, and they challenge comparison be- 
tween tbeir product and the correspond- 
ing grades of foreign tin. The capacity 
ot the millp is one-fifth terne orj roofing- 
plate and four-fifths bright plate.
